ENACTS UNCODIFIED MATERIAL

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:
Section 1. Appropriation.
(1) There is appropriated from the General Fund for fiscal year 2007-08 only, $50,000
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to the Division of Veterans' Affairs within the Utah National Guard.

(2) It is the intent of the Legislature that the monies appropriated under Subsection (1)

be used to increase efforts to implement the provisions of Subsections 71-8-3(3) and (4)

regarding:
(a) providing current information to veterans and their surviving spouses and family

members to be aware of benefits to which they are entitled; and

b) reaching out and assisting veterans and their families in applying for benefits and

services.
